The Estimate Board has re- 
ceived requests for pay in- 
creases from departments héad- 
ed by the Prosecuting Attorney 
and Circuit Attorney, the Cor- 
oner’s office, Sheriff's office 
and Magistrate’s Court. In- 
creases also are being sought 
for about 30 janitor-messengers 
in circuit court. 

Action was deferred on pro- 
posals to liberalize police pen- 
’ sions and to modernize the ac- 
tuarial operation ofthe retire- 
ment system until the new Po- 
lice Board has had an oppor- 
tunity to consider them. The 
board of trustees of the pen- 
sion system has recommended 
a $10, ond issue to 
help finance the plan. 

Gunn and Poelker will confer 
with Budget Director E. G. 
Schubkegel to obtain the over- 
all city financial picture for the 
fiscal year beginning April 16.

Nineteen were hanged 
or burned to death, one was 
crushed to death and another 
died in jail.

Notifies. WEU and 
NATO Councils of 
Intention — Will 
Stress Nuclear Weap- 
ons to Deter Russia. 


LONDON, Feb. 14 (AP)— 
Britain notified the Western 
European Union council today 
of its intention to cut the size 
of its treop commitments in 
West Germany. 


Similar notification was 
given later to the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization council in 
Paris. 

The action came a few hours 
after the Macmillan government 
had won parliamentary ap- 
proval for its economy defense 
program stressing nuclear 
weapons to discourage attacks 
by swift Soviet atomic rockets. 
The vote was 302 to 243. 

Britain now has 80,000 troops 
in four divisions stationed in 
West Germany. Because of its 
financial condition, Britain in- 
tends to cut this contingent to 
about 50,000, by unofficial re- 
port, with an attempt to stream- 
line the units so as to keep the 
four-division strength. 

Proposals to Councils. 

A British Foreign Office 
spokesman announced at a news 
conference: “In accordance with 
our NATO and WEU obliga- 
tions we are putting forward in 
the councils of WEU and NATO

certain proposals regarding the 
future pattern of our forces.“ 
The WEU and NATO nations 
are expected merely to note the 
British. proposals and refer 
them to their governments for 
study.

HIGHWAY ROUTE 
ESTABLISHED BY 
COUNTY COUNGIL 


To Be Submitted to 
State for Study—Of.- 


ficials Put Cost of 
19.1-Mile Road at 
$1,000,000 a Mile. 


A new route for the proposed 
Outerbelt highway in St. Louis 


county was established yester- } 


day by the county council, 
which ordered it submitted to 
the State Highway Department 
for study. 

It is the hope of the council 
that the state will finance con- 
struction of the highway, with 
the county paying one-half of 
the right-of-way costs from the 
$1,937,000 allocated to the proj- 
ect in the county bond issue.

State officials said no commit- 
ment as to the new route has 
been made. 


County Highway Engineer 
John J. Leslie and County 
Planning Director Hermann F. 
Wagner reported that on the 
basis of figures used by the 
State Highway Commission, the 
19.1-mile expressway would cost 
about $1,000,000 per mile for | 
right-of-way. and construction. | 
The two officials said a field | 
inspection of the route indi- 
cated. it was generally prac- | 
ticable with respect to topog- 
raphy and population density. | 

Reason for Relocation. | 


Relocation of the original 
route contemplated in the bond 
issue was made necessary by 
the state’s decision to build a 
circumferential highway with 
state and federal funds. The 
new route approved yesterday 
would begin near the intersec- 
tion of Fee Fee and Lackland 
roads with the proposed cir- 
cumferential highway. The 
Outerbelt then would angle 
southwest to a junction with 
U. S: Highway 66 ar Rock- 
woods Reservation. 

Also adopted yesterday by the 
council was an alternate route | 
for the Middleway highway | 
project of the bond issue. The | 
alternate route, approved by the 
Citizens Bond Issue Advisory | 
(Watchdog) Committee, would | 
bypass Frostwood subdivision 
in Berkeley where the original 
route would have required the 
taking of 17 new homes. 

The new route covers a sec- 
tion.from Graham road, a short 
distance south of Frost avenue, 
to a point near the intersection 
of the originally proposed high- 
way and the Wahash railroad 
tracks. It would use a portion 
of a six-acre tract near Graham 
and Airport roads on which 
Union Electric plans to erect a 
$1,750,000 substation. The util- 
ity has agreed to redesign and 
reorient the substation to make 
way for the highway. 

Councilman Thomas C. Dunne 
of the First District opposed 
the new route because it would 
contain an S-curve which he 
said would be a hazard on à 
high-speed highway.

Acquitted in Beating of 
Brother-in-Law When 
Making Arrest. 


Police Sgt: James Cook was 
acquitted today by a circuit 
court jury of a charge of assault 
with intent to kill his brother- 
in-law, Ben Willis, in a beating 
administered when arresting 
him more than two years ago. 

The jury in the court of Judge 


David A. McMullan deliberated 
only 10 minutes before reach- 
ing the verdict. 

Willis, a Negro, charged that 
Sgt. Cook and Cpl. Creston 
Nance, also Negroes, handcuffed 
him and beat him Sept. 2, 1954, 
after he had a dispute with his 
sister, who is Mrs. Cook. 

He testified the officers 
stopped his automobile on Pen- 
dleton avenue near Finney av- 
enue and asked if he had a 
revolver in his machine. The 
beating followed, he related. 

Sgt. Cook told the jury Willis 
struck at Nance and that he 
tried to separate the pair. He 
said Willis kicked him in the 
groin, and he then struck Willis 
with a flashlight. Cook said 


Willis was placed under arrest 
for carrying a concealed weapon 
after a revolver was found in 
the automobile. 

Willis, who charged he was 
the victim of a “frame up,” was 
acquitted on the weapons charge 
by a circuit court jury. Cpl. 
Nance was charged with perjury 
following the trial but was 
found not guilty at a trial in cir- 
cuit court in October 1955. 

Both Cook and Nance were 
suspended after criminal 
charges were filed against them 
and Cook still is under suspen- 
sion. He is expected to make 
application for lifting of the 
suspension as a result of his ac- 
quittal.

Double Jeopardy in St. Louis 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Among the provisions of the Fifth 
Amendment is that which reads, 

“nor shall any person be subject to 
the same offense to be twice put in 
jeopardy of life or limb.” 

But where a person has been tried 
for a certain act in our St. Louis 
eity courts and then again in our 
Court of Criminal Corrections has 
he not virtually been tried by the 
State of Missouri twice for the same 
offense? 

One might think that where the 
state does permit a eity to prosecute 
an offense the state would not then 
add to the ordeal of the defendant 
another prosecution for the same 
act, being mindful of the “double 
jeopardy” aspect of such conduct. 

Yet with respect to careless driv- 
ing and illegal sales of alcohol, to 
name only two, Missouri may pa- 
tiently await the St. Louis trial, and 
then, regardless of its outcome, force 
the defendant into the state court 
to be tried again for the same of- 
fense. 

I have heard of two suggested jus- 
tifications for this. First, it is said 
that one act can result in two of- 
fenses, one against city law, one 
against the state. But where the 
issues of fact to be determined are 
identical, this would appear to beg 
the question of hoy the mere crea- 
tion of a city by the state can jus- 
tify two prosecutions by the state. 

It is further contended that viola- 
tion of à municipal ordinance is not 
a “crime,” because a crime is a vio- 
lation of “public” law, or law that 
governs the whole state. Thus, ac- 
cording to those who take this po- 
sition, a city court action to redress 
an ordinance violation is not a 
“criminal” proceeding, but a “civil” 
proceeding to which double jeopardy 
provisions do not apply. 

This may be a satisfactory distinc- 
tion to the courts of Missouri, but 
would it carry the day in the Su- 

e Court of the United States? 
s not thé latter body likely to ob- 
serve the substance of the action 
which involves arrest, fine and im- 
prisonment, and find that these ele- 
ments render it in fact a “criminal” 
action and not a “civil” action?

The N.A.A.C.P. and 7-7-1 


In objecting to the Freeholders’ 7-7-1 plan for 
electing Aldermen, Ernest Calloway, president 
of the St. Louis branch of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored People, 
brands the proposal as: 


a studied attempt to amputate the present 
and potential Negro represetitation. 


This is a parochial view striking directly at 
the motives of the Freeholdefs, and on that 
score it does its author a disservice and the 
Freeholders a gross injustice. The need for al- 
dermanic reform has nothing to do with race, 
and would exist regardless of the number of 
Negro citizens in St. Louis. 

The aim of the 7-7-1 plan is to create a Board 
of Aldermen in which the community-wide view 
wiil be on equal footing with the ward or neigh- 
borhood view. The basic weakness of the exist- 
ing aldermanic system, or indeed of the 1441 
plan, is that the ward view predominates to the 
detriment of the city as a whole. 

Thus municipal policy is made by the Alder- 
men not on the basis of what is good for St. 
Louis, but “what is good for my ward.” An 


Alderman representing an all-white ward might. 


hold that defeat of an anti-discrimination bill 
is good for his ward. An Alderman elected at 
large, however, would be more inclined to take 
a broader view, as indeed the ‘city’s one “at 
large” member of the board actually did in the 
most recent test on this subject. 

Mr. Calloway says the 7-7-1 plan removes the 
city’s legislative body “many steps away from 
effective grass-roots representation.” This asser- 
tion is denied by the facts. Under the present 
aldermanic system, every citizen elects an alder- 
man from his own ward and a board president 
—a total of two. Under the 144-1 plan each 
citizen would elect his own ward alderman, a 
board president and four aldermen at large—a 
total of six. Under the 7-7-1, each citizen would 
elect his ward alderman, the board president 
and seven aldermen at large—a total of nine. 
Under 7-7-1 the voter’s voice is substantially 
amplified, not toned down. 

Mr. Calloway talks about a “numbers game” 
and says that “in a dgmocratic society the cal- 
culating machine can never serve as an ade- 
quate substitute for political morality or legis- 
lative integrity.” 

Nobody is trying to substitute a calculating 
machine for anything. To assure equitable bal- 
ance, between the ward and the community 
views, the Freeholders have followed the fair 
and simple principle that at least half the alder- 
men ought to be elected at large. In deciding 
the number of wards to create, the Freeholders 
found it simpler to select a number that was a 
factor of 28, the number of existing wards. 
There is no numbers game about it. 

What really seems to be bothering Mr. Callo- 
way is the way the seven wards are drawn. The 
principle here should be that the wards ought 
to be of contiguous territory, as compact and 
nearly equal in population as possible. In other 
words, the ward areas ought not to be gerry- 
mandered to the disadvantage of any minority; 
neither should they be gerrymandered to the 
special advantage of any minority. 

If the Freeholders follow that sound principle 
neither Mr. Calloway nor the members of any 
other minority will have a valid complaint.

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A Tour That Makes Sense 


There are junkets and there are junkets, 
where Congress is concerned. Some are a waste 
of public money. But the six-day tour of Guate- 
mala by five members of the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee, led by Representative Carna- 
han of Missouri, should prove to be the opposite 
of wasteful.

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Giveaway in California 

Secretary Seaton’ proposal to let a private 
utility build, operate and own the power plants 
on one of the rivers in the Central Valley Proj- 
ect of California is supported by some tortuous 
and complicated reasoning. In contrast, the 
simple facts are that this is about as sensible 
as setting the fox to watch the henhouse. 

Pacific Gas & Electric Co., the favored utili- 
ty in this proposed giveaway, is a congeries of 
some 440 water and power companies with a 
monopoly on a chunk of northern California 
500 miles long and 200 miles wide. It opposes 
the Central Valley project implacably and has 
been doing so since 1922. As Robert de Roos, 
then a reporter on the San Francisco Chronicle, 
and more recently on the staff of Collier’s mag- 
azine, wrote in “The Thirsty Land,” the defini- 
tive account of the Central Valley Project: 

The battle is one for control of a proj- 


ect which involves an investment by the 
United States of at least $384,000,000. . 


After 35 years of being beaten back in the 
interest of developing this vast heartland of 
California for wide public benefit rather than 
narrow private profit, P.G.&E. is now receiv- 
ing an engraved invitation to enter and make 
itself at home in the name of “the partnership 
program.” The California Water and Power 
Users’ Association, demanding federal devel- 
opment, as “an integral part of the Central 
Valley project,” of the power Secretary Seaton 
now proposes to give away, denounces the part- 
nership policy with colorful accuracy as “feed- 
ing the cow so private power companies can 
milk it.” 


We trust Congress will give Secretary Sea- 
ton’s recommendation the closest examination. 
We feel confident that is all that will be needed 
to discredit it.

Michigan has had one year’s experience with 
a new speed limit law which should interest leg- 
islators considering a similar law for Missouri. 

The Michigan law fixes maximum speeds of 
65 miles an hour by day and 55 miles by night. 
So far, the percentage of motorists exceeding 
these limits is about 6.9. And that is almost ex- 
actly the percentage of drivers who exceeded 
65 miles an hour before that limit was fixed. 

In short, Michigan motorists are driving about 
as fast now as before the speed law went into 
effect a year ago. And we suspect this is not 
only because some drivers are speeders and are 


, unimpressed by laws, but also because fixed 


limits cannot be logical limits for roads of dif- 
ferent characteristics. If Missouri establishes 
speed limits, these ought to be flexible enough 


to conform with varied driving conditions and 
varied highways, and not so rigid that they in- 
vite disobedience. : 


Bankers’ Victory 

The State Senate served the Missouri Bankers 
Association better than the Missouri taxpayers 
in passing, by 29 votes to 4, the bill for invest- 
ment of idle state funds. 

As authorized by the voters in a constitutional 
amendment, this bill permits investment of 
funds not immediately needed for state ex- 


penses in various forms of short-term federal 
But it restricts similar investment 


securities. 
in Missouri banks to 30-day-notice time deposits. 
And federal rules now prohibit banks from pay- 
ing more than 1 per cent interest on such 
deposits. 

The voters expected a better return than this 
when they approved the constitutional amend- 
ment. Banks may pay private investors 2% per 
cent on 90-day-notice deposits, but the Senate 


bill prohibits the state from seeking a higher ~ 


return and saves the banks from having to 
pay it. 

Senator Floyd R. Gibson of Independence 
argued that few rural Missouri banks could 
afford to pay more than I per cent. Surely the 
State Treasurer could use some discretion to 
avoid injuring small banks. But the Senate's 
first interest should not be what is good for 
the banks but what is good for the state and 
its people. 

Senator Hartwell G. Crain of St. Louis county 
and the three Senators who voted with him 
deserve credit for trying to protect the public 
interest. But since 29 other Senators voted for 
the bankers’ interest, citizens must expect the 
House to amend this measure.

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A German Visitor 

Erich Ollenhauer, leader of West Germany’s 
Social Democratic party, has arrived in this 
country on an important visit. He will not re- 
ceive the attention accorded to visiting heads of 
state, but Secretary Dulles and other Washing- 
ton officials would make no mistake to treat 
him with respect and understanding. For they 
may be dealing with the next chancellor of 
West Germany. 

The reason is not that the prospering West 
Germans, now the world’s third largest trading 
nation, are turning toward Socialism. What 
they are turning toward, apparently with deep 
feeling, is a strong effort to bring about reuni- 
fication with East Germany on terms acceptable 
to the Soviet Union—even if that means aban- 
donment of Bonn’s participation in NATO. 
Ollenhauer and the Social Democrats have long 
taken the lead in advocating such a policy, and 
it is now gaining favor so rapidly that Chancel- 
lor Adenauer has had to make concessions to it 
in preparing for the September elections. 

German military participation used to be re- 
garded by the West as vital to NATO, and any 
discussion of a neutral Germany—which has 
always been part of Russia's price for reunifi- 
cation—has been discouraged. But it may be 
necessary for the West to review its position 
on these questions. 

Apart from all other considerations, if the 
German people themselves decline to remain 
our military partners in NATO, preferring re- 
union without arms to a Western alliance at the 
price of perpetual dismemberment, then one 
base on which our past policy rested will have 
undergone an important change. Unwilling 
allies can be little better than none. 

Could the West tolerate a neutral Germany? 
If the neutralization were real and if it were 
part of a broad European settlement which in- 
cluded the retirement of Soviet troops behind 
their own borders, it might at least be worth 
studying. Such a settlement conceivably could 
contribute more to genuine security for Western 
Europe than the present situation. In any event, 
Erich Ollenhauer is entitled to a friendly hear- 
ing as he comes to Washington to plead for 
American neutrality in Germany’s election cam- 
paign, and for understanding of his views on 
German military neutrality in Europe.

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The Clabaugh Contracts 

The Post-Dispatch's “disclosures about state 
contracts awarded to the weather strip firm 
of Illinois State Representative Charles W. 
Clabaugh of Champaign are ugly to say the 
least. They could be much worse. For the 
Illinois Constitution wisely forbids legislators 
from being interested “either directly or in- 
directly” in any state or county contract. 

Records show that the Champaign Weather 
Strip Co., which Representative Clabaugh oper- 
ates, has had state contracts or subcontracts in 
recent years for work at state institutions for 
which a total of $95,865 was paid the company. 

The question is not whether the Clabaugh 
firm did good work. It is not whether pressure 
was used to obtain state business. It is not 
whether other firms should have had the busi- 
ness on the basis of lower bidding. The point 
at issue is simply the apparent violation of the 
State Constitution.. 

This situation is all the more regrettable be- 
cause Representative Clabaugh, a Republican 
veteran with 18 years of legislative tenure, has 
risen to the chairmanships of the House Educa- 
tion and Civil Service Committees. As he puts 
it in his sketch in the Illinois Blue Book, he 
“has been particularly active in matters relat- 
ing to education and civil service.” 

The State’s Attorney at Springfield must now 
study the seeming violation of state law and 
act accordingly. Meantime it is a fair question 
whether the usefulness of Charles W. Clabaugh 
as a legislator is rfot at an end.

Mr. McCloy’s Sound Counsel 


John J. McCloy, former High Commissioner 
to Germany, put in a nutshell the case against 
war in the modern world, in his address at the 
annual dinner of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Metropolitan St. Louis. In the nuclear weapons 
age, said Mr. McCloy, “the risks of war are co- 


— — 


extensive with the risks of total destruction.” 


There it is in a dozen words. Whether the 
tinder box is Korea or Indochina or the Middle 
East or somewhere else, the nations cannot af- 
ford to run the danger of open war because 
that danger is also the danger of atomic an- 
nihilation. 

To lessen the danger of war, the New York 

banker told his St. Louis audience that the 
United States needs to take the lead in re- 
establishing the partnership of the Western 
allies. “We cannot,” he 80 rightly said, “go it 
alone.” There must be new efforts at unifica- 
tion and common enterprise toward objectives 
and in planning. The free world cannot be 
taken for granted. 
Mr. McCloy also made a sound plea for 
charitableness toward officials who are dealing 
with these complex international issues— issues 
that diplomats such as John Hay and Elihu 
Root would not have dreamed about. Without 
defending the mistakes that have been made, 
he lifted considerations of foreign policy above 
partisanship. That is an attitude that becomes 
us all.

Any living language is constantly 
changing; usage is the sole determinant 
of correctness; and lexicographers and 
grammarians, if they know-their bus- 
iness, seek only to describe and not to 
prescribe. 

This does not mean that every change 
is an improvement. The distinction be- 
tween “uninterested” and “disinter- 
ested,” for instance, was a useful one, 
and the language is poorer without it. 
But it is dead, and no artificial respira- 
tion will bring it back to life. 

A second principle is that there are 
different “levels of usage,” generally 
held to be three: first, formal written 
English; second, colloquial, English, 
which is the informal speech of culti- 
vated persons, and third, vulgate Eng- 
lish, which is the normal spoken lan- 
guage of ordinary peo people—people who 
ask, for instance, Wacha doin’ t’night?” 

Each kind of language is perfectly 
proper on its own level. For a plumber 


to talk like a professor (unless he is | 


an ex-professor trying to earn a better 
living) is as abnormal as for a pro- 
fessor to talk like a plumber. 


Vulgate English can on occasion be 
precise, powerful, even lyrical, as we 
see in the plays of Synge and O’Casey, 
although formal English has greater 
resources of expression. 


Value of Textbook Rules? 


Of course, when people communicate 
in writing, as most people now and 
then need to do, they are expected to 
use formal English: and it is this level 
of usage with which school English 
courses are largely—and I think rightly 
—concerned. 


But many of the traditional textbook 
rules are outdated, if indeed they were 
ever valid, and it is worse than useless 
for teachers to force students to join 
them in the pretense that certain ex- 
pressions are “wrong,” when both 
teachers and students see them every 
day of their lives in the most re- 
spectable publications (if they read 
these) and hear them, via radio and 
television, from the lips of the most 
eminent persons. 


The result of this pretense can only 
be to make students think of English 
courses as artificial and English teach- 
ers as stupid and dishonest. 

Here are comments on some “rules”: 

1. “Shall” and “will.” The tradition- 
al rules were dreamed up by an eigh- 
teenth-century pedant who, avowedly 
disregarding usage, sought to create 

a “rational grammar.” 

The truth is that “shall” is rarely 
used naturally except in questions like 
“Shall we go?” or “Shall I do it?” “Sim- 
ple future time” is normally expressed 
by the present: “Are you going to New 
York tomorrow?” or “I go to Wash- 
ington Friday.” 


Who' and ‘Whom’ Written, Spoken 


2. “Who” and “whom.” Even edu- 
cated people get hopelessly confused 
about these forms, and probably 
“whom” will eventually — out 0 of 4 — 
language. It is now

4. A preposition at the end of a 
sentence. Everybody knows Sir Win- 
ston Churchill’s crushing comment to 
an underling who tried to make a 
Churchill sentence conform to the non- 
sensical notion that this construction 
must be-avoided: “This is the kind of 
arrant nonsense up with which I will 
not put.” 

But one of my freshmen, in all inno- 
cence, recently illustrated still more 
vividly the folly of teaching such a 
rule. Writing of how much he missed

5. “Everybody.” This naturally takes 
a singular verb but a plural pronoun: 
“Is everybody here?” a “I want every- 
body to bring their books 

This is illogical, but knows 
no logic except the facts of usage. 
(Eleanor Roosevelt once wrote in her 
column about “those kind of things” and 
the same expression was attributed by 
a newspaper— whether accurately or 
not, I would not know—to Queen Moth- 
er Elizabeth of England. Shall we call 
them “illiterates”?) 

6. The subjunctive mood. This is be- 
ing replaced in modern English by the 
indicative. We do not say, or write, “If 
it be true,” but “If it is true.” Almost 
the only vestige is the “contrary-to-fact 
subjunctive“—“ If it were true“ —-and 
even this is on the way out. 

None of these usages obscure the 
meaning of the sentences in which they 
occur, or make the language less effec- 
tive as a medium of communication. 


The Job for the Teacher 


Only the priggish, the pedantic or the 
uninformed will say that to approve 
them is to “corrupt” or debase“ or 
“pollute” the language. 

My point in regard to teaching is 
that many textbooks waste space and 
many teachers waste time on “rules” 
that are flatly contradicted by colloquial 
usage and, in regard to even forma, 
English, are untrue and irrelevant. 

Teachers ought to spend their time 
on matters related to meaning:. making 
sure that the reference of every pro- 
noun is clear: making subjects and 
verbs (in general) agree in number; 
writing complete and coherent sen-

A Door Into Inner Peace 


THIN EDGE OF THE WORLD, by Andre 
Migot. (Little, Brown, 242 pgs., $4.50.) 


Dr. Migot has always loved solitude. 
His quest for it has taken him into the 
extremes of thought, climate, hazard, 
remoteness: arduous climbs in the high 
Alps, a year of contemplation in the 


‘Cistercian Order (“but my spirit did 


not belong there“), two journeys to the 
Far East and “peace in Se total re- 
treat at Shangu Gompa,” a total of 
seven years in India, China, Indochina 
and Tibet. 

Back in France after all this, he felt 
strange and out-of-place, so he seized 
with alacrity the opportunity to go as 
staff doctor and research biologist with 
a party of scientists being sent by the 
French Government to godforsaken vol- 
canic Kerguelen Island in the subarctic 
reaches of the indian Ocean. 


The account of his 13 months there, 
and of his voyage of several months 
with an Australian expedition assigned 
to set up a scientific base on the 
Antarctic continent’s MacRorberston 
Land, easily establishes those areas 
among the most desolate and inhos- 
pitable in all the annals of exploration 
and discovery. But Kerguelen, despite 
its bleakness and its meanest curse, 
the ferocious winds, was rich in what 
the crowd-hating doctor craved—easy 
escape from “the suffocating promiscu- 
ity of camp life. . where 50 men were 
shut up in a sort of multiple solitary 
co ment.”

change. 


‘Changes Must Be Made.’ 


The true and historic course 
of the United States will take 
us into new seas if we main- 
tain it,” McCloy declared to an 
audience of 750 persons attend- 
ing the Chamber of Commerce's 
annual banquet, adding em- 
phatically: 

“Changes of the most far- 
reaching character are going to 
come, and they must be made 
and be accepted by us.” 

McCloy, reviewing events of 
the Suez canal crisis, said the 
Western alliance had been 
thrown into disarray. Actions 
of the United States in this sit- 
uation, he said, had been “ef- 
fective only against members 
of the Western alliance, and 
totally ineffective” as a deter- 
rent to the Soviet Union. 

After referring to Russia's 
threats of atomic war against 
London and Paris as a factor in 
bringing about the cease-fire in 
Egypt, McCloy said ironically:

MEASUREMENT OF TB 
NFECION DESCRBED 


VA Develops First Precise 
Test of Air Contaminated 
by Patients. 


A precise method of measur- 


ing the incidence of infection | 


from air contaminated by tuber- 
culosis patients has been devel- 
oped for the first time at the 
Veterans Administration Hos- 
pital in Baltimore, Dr. Ross L. 
McLean, director of profession- 
al services at the hospital, said 
here yesterday 

Dr. McLean described the 
tests in a report to the six- 
teenth Veterans Administration- 
Armed Forces Conference on 
the Chemotherapy of Tubercu- 
losis. The conference began 
Monday at St. Louis Medical 
Society Auditorium, 3839 Lin- 
dell boulevard, and ends today. 

Six psychiatric restraint 


rooms were isolated from the 


rest of the hospital and pro- 
vided with air ducts to a room 
above, where guinea pigs and 
rabbits were confined in a cir- 
cular cage. The system was 
first tested by exposing animals 
to air deliberately contaminated 
by atomized tubercle bacilli. 

It was shown that animals 
protected by a screen of ultra- 
violet light did not get the in- 


fection, while unprotected ani- 


mals did. 

Next step, Dr. MeLean re- 
lated, was to place patients hav- 
ing advanced tuberculosis in 
the special ward. Air from the 
ward was drawn up through the 
ducts and circulated through a 
colony of 150 guinea pigs. The 
animals were tested at four- 
week intervals and in just four 
months two of them showed 
infection. 

“It can be calculated that a 
guinea pig became infected, on 
the average, when the cumula- 
tive breathing of the guinea pig 
colony equalled approximately 
the amount of air which a hu- 
man being would breathe if he 
worked on the ward six hours 
a day for six months,” Dr. Me- 
Lean said. P

1 in 10 Years 
Possible With De- 


fense, Testing and 


Airline Needs. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 14 (AP) 
The chairman of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board said yesterday 
that the United States might 
run out of safe air space for 
flying in less than 10 years. 


James R. Durfee said the na- 
tion was approaching limits in 
the spaces of the sky for ex- 
panding air travel. 

Addressing the annual meet- 
ing of the Transportation As- 
sociation of America, he said: 
“The defense establishments 
require vast air space outside 
of populated areas for testing 
and operations of military air- 
craft, guided missiles and aerial 
gunnery. 

“The aircraft manufacturers 
must have more air space out- 
side of densely populated areas 
for testing both civil and mili- 
tary aircraft coming off the 
production lines in ever in- 
creasing numbers. 

“The growing demands for 
more air lanes within which air- 
craft can be operated under 
air traffic+ control from the 
ground by radio radar and elec- 
tronic navigation devices, is 
also rapidly diminishing the 
available air space.” 

He said a DC-7 flying at 350 
miles an hour requires an air 
space clearance above, below, 
ahead and behind amounting to 
120 cubic miles. A 600-m.p.h. 
jet would require 200 cubic 
miles of air space under the 
same clearance rules. 

“In less than 10 years ahead, 
if we add up the air space pre- 
empted for defense purposes 
and for all the airlines required 
for flight under air traffic con- 
trol, we will just about be run- 
ning out of air space,” he said. 

Durfee went into the air space 
problem in commenting on the 
collision of a jet plane and a 
airliner in test trials over South- 
ern California last week. 

He said the main problem 
confronting James Pyle, admin- 
istrator of civil aeronautics, was 
“to find enough available air 
space” in designating test areas 
away from densely populated 
' areas,

HIT HARD, FIRST 
TO PARACHUTE AT 
SOUTH POLE SAYS 


Air Force Sgt. Richard T. 
Patton of St. Louis, who made 
the first successful parachute 
jump at the South Pole last 
Nov. 25, “hit as hard as I have 
ever hit in my previous 32 
jumps,” Sgt. Patton, now on his 
way home, reported to Tactical 
Air Command. 


Jumping from an altitudè of 
2000 feet, the sergéant’s legs 
became entangled in his har- 
ness during the drop. As a 
result, he said, he twice was 
“smacked dowh on my face 
after landing in the snow.” He 

stayed on the two-mile high 
polar plateau with members of 
the Navy Antarctic expedition 
and spent “the whitest Christ- 
mas” of his life. 

Patton’s mission was to deter- 

mine the cause of parachute 
malfunctioning in supply drop- 
ping. Following his jump, the 
Air Force parachuted 500 tons 
of equipment to the expedition,

his home with his aunt, Mrs.

Opposed Power Company. 

These groups opposed Idaho 
Power Co. in a year-long FPC 
hearing, contending the three- 
dam plan should be rejected as 
“wasteful underdevelopment” 
and that the commission should 
recommend to Congress that 
the federal project be au- 
thorized. 

Idaho Power says it can build 
three dams for $133,000,000, 
which would produce almost as 
much power and as many other 
benefits as the single federal 
project. The public power 
groups say a high dam costing 
between $300,000,000 and 8400. 
000,000 would provide much 
more low-cost power and many 
more incidental benefits than 
the three smaller projects. 

The case long has been a 

political issue in the Pacific 
northwest, It became a national 
issue last year when a Hell's 
Canyon bill was hotly debated 
in the Senate and defeated by 
a 10-vote m n. 
Today's petition said the way 
in which rivers of the Pacific 
northwest were developed “will 
shape the economic future of 
the region,” where, it added, 
flood control storage, low cost 
power and irrigation subsidies 
are needed. 

Cities Weight of Decision.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 — 
The Air Force disclosed yester- 
day that it is studying the possi- 
bility of harnessing the energy 
of electrically charged atoms or 
molecules to power space ships 
of the future at fantastic speeds. | 
The study is still in the realm 
of basic scientific research. 


The futuristic source of 
power is called ionic drive. 
Ions are electrically charged 
molecules or atoms, The con- 
cept is to use a stream of the 
electrically charge, minute par- 
ticles to produce a thrust — 
just as heat produces a thrust 
in a jet engine—to push a space 


ship. 

Col. William O. Davis, depu- 
ty commander for operations in 
the Office of Scientific Re- 
search, said the Air Force pres- 
ently has “‘two or three rela- 
tively small study contracts,“ 
totaling less than $200,000 to 
investigate: the possibility of 
ionic drive. He emphasized that 
the study was still in the 
“speculative phase” to deter- 
mine whether ionic drive is 
“feasible or not.”

He declined to give any 
precise idea of how fast man 
might be able to travel with 
ionic drive, except to indicate it 
would be much faster than any 
speed now contemplated for 
manned travel. He made clear, 
however, that the Air Force is 
not aiming at traveling at the 
speed of light, Which is 186,000 
miles per second. 

Another possibility for space 
propulsion, speculated about 
among scientists, is photon 
drive, which would use the 
energy of light as power. 
Davis said the photon concept 
at this point appears to be so 
remote and infeasible that the 
Air Force is not doing any basic 
research on it. For one thing, 
he said, a sail-like device two 
square miles in area would be 
needed to capture a significant 
amount of light-energy. A space 
ship with such a sail doesn't

Adenauer answered by saying 
emphatically that West Ger- 
many has no aggressive inten- 
tions. Nobody in the world, es- 
pecially the NATO Allies, have 
sought in any way to persuade 
West Germany to be aggressive, 
he said: 

“The German people would 
be sincerely happy if Soviet 
Russia would understand this,” 
he .continued. “I believe then 
many difficulties in the world 
would be easier to solve.” 

Adenauer then referred ‘to 
opposition Socialist demands for 
a Moscow - proposed European 
security system as the means to 
get reunification. 

He said such a system alone 
would not bring peace and se- 
curity. 

The development of long- 
distance nuclear missiles has 
“reduced the significance” of 
such a security system, he ex- 
plained, and would have little 
meaning in a rocket war.

ones are scarce and high. 

And if you long for vege- 
tables from your own garden, 
you can find an excellent sub- 
stitute in the tender green 
onions now in the markets; the 
same type that you raise with 
love and care during our ar- 
dening season. 

Incidentally, there are small 
supplies of homegrown leeks, 
put they are far from cheap. 

The bargain seeker can’t af- 
ford to pass by rutabagas from 
Canada. Here is a chance to 
supply that yellow vegetable 
which is so essential to good 
nutrition, and save money at 
the same time. 

Put a check mark after tur- 
aips, and another after sweet 
potatoes.

Fix It Yourself

Smoke Pipes. 
MOKE pipes are one of those 
items about the house that 


in good condition you can be in 
for some real serious trouble. 


To be in good condition a 
smoke pipe should clean on the 
inside, slant slightly upward 
from heater to chimney and 
should be free of holes. 

If you heat by oil and your 
burner is not properly adjusted 
or if the draft is not sufficient, 
the smoke pipe may become 
coated with soot on the inside. 
If this coating becomes thick 
enough it can completely clog 
the pipe. It’s a good idea to 
check the pipe from time to 
time and if necessary, remove 
the soot from the inside. And, 
of course, if soot accumulates 


quickly inside the pipe, have the 
burner adjusted. 


If you heat with gas you may 
find that metal smoke pipes 
quickly rust and become full of 
holes. This is because the vapor 
given off by burning gas con- 
tains an acid and when this 
vapor condenses in the smoke 
pipe or chimney flue the acid 
has a chance to attack the metal. 
This nuisance can be eliminated 
by using an asbestos-cement 
nee pipe rather than a metal 
one 

Any type of smoke pipe 
should be free of obstructions 
on the inside. Any device that. 
interferes with the free flow 
of gases through the line can 
be a cause of trouble. . 

If you find small holes in a 
metal smoke pipe these should 
be filled with iron cement. If 
the pipe contains large holes or 
is badly rusted, toss it out and 
buy a new one. One thing about 
smoke pipes—they aren't ex- 
pensive.

One nice line 
of play immediately occurred to 
him. That was to run two or 
three clubs until West showed 
out and then throw West in 
with a diamond. This line of 
play would guarantee a lead up 
to one of South’s major suit 
tenaces for the ninth trick pro- 
vided West could run only four 
diamonds. But South correctly 
decided that West's opening 
weak two bid was on a six card 
suit and dismissed that line of 
play. 

He instead entered dummy 
with a low club to the nine and 
led the jack of spades expecting 
or hoping to induce a cover 
from East. But East had the 
hand pretty well cased from the 
bidding and didn’t fall for it, 
playing low immediately despite 
his king-10-nine combination. 
Declarer, according to p 
went up with his ace—he 
had other irons in the fire. 


Declarer now ran his clubs. 
West discarded very well on 
them. He threw one of his dia- 
monds, only one of his two re- 
maining low spades, and uncon- 
cernedly threw both low hearts 
blanking the king. Declarer fell 
into the trap. He played West 
for having borne down to the 
blank king of spades on East's 
non-cover, four good diamonds 
and a lone heart as he couldn't 
have two outside kings on his 
weak two bid. So South took 
the heart finesse, lost to the 
blank king and went down two 
as the defense took all the rest 
of the tricks. 


Had West not blanked his 
heart king but thrown his last 
low spade, declarer might easily 
have changed tack entirely and 
made the hand. He might have 
counted the original distribu- 
tions correctly and elected’ to 
throw West in with diamonds
